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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Application serial no. 
10/699,529 is being allowed in view of the appropriately filed terminal disclaimers received on 
March 7, 2008 and July 31, 2008, and since none of the prior art of record teaches or fairly 
suggests a combinatorial library and a method of producing it that comprises a plurality of 
different lubricating oil compositions, each comprising a minor amount of at least one lubricating 
oil additive and a major amount of at least one base oil of lubricating viscosity, and lubricating 
oil composition property data for each of the different compositions, wherein the property data is 
derived from conditions associated with an engine test.
